Probably one of the reasons why the boys who 
are not affiliated with any church do not feel at ease in 
the “Y” buildings is that most of the secretaries are 
either Divinity Students or ministers who. are away 
from their parishes for a few months. 

It became plain to the writer while making ob- 
Servations at this Camp that the people of the United 
States are saved money by having the welfare work in 
behalf of the boys divided between the Y. M. C. A. and 
the K. of C., because the latter organization spends 
far less money in rendering greater service. It has no 
high-salaried general secretaries at each Camp like 
the Y. M. C. A. organization has; it has not half as 
many secretaries per building, yet these are not over- 
worked. It spends less money for the accommodation 
of the secretaries (The “Y” secretaries at this Camp 
have six automobiles). 


Understand that we do not lack appreciation for 
what the Y. M. C. A. organization is doing and for its 
good intentions; we are merely stating what can 
easily be :ascertained to be a fact, that where the 
Knights of Columbus have three or four buildings at 
one of our cantonments, they are serving more of the 
boys and at less expense. We feel absolutely certain 
that a poll taken among all the soldiers would sub- 
stantiate our contention. 


It is true that this impression is not left by what 
we read in the papers. This is due to the fact that the 
K. of C. have no publicity agency, and seldom give 
more to the press than Camp Notes, and even these 
only to reporters whose papers are published in cities 
adjacent to the cantonments. 


The Y. M. C. A, has epee organization, while 
the K. of ©., new in this field, have not as yet. The 
charge of our enemies that the Catholic Church is 
availing herself of the Camp opportunity to prosely- 
tise falls flat in face of the fact that there is really a 
dearth of Catholic chaplains at these places. With 
14,000 Catholics at the Reine which the writer visited 
there is only one K. of ©. chaplain. There are several 
commissioned chaplains, but they all have officers’ 
duties to perform, and have very little time to help the 
boys except for Confession on eri and Mass on 
Sunday. This one K. of C. chaplain has been at the 
Camp only three months, and has had 29 converts; in
